Mrs. Gandhi 
Ousted by 
Parliament

NEW DELHI (AP) - Three- 


fourths of the Indian Congress 
party's members in Parliament 
repudiated the party's old-guard 
titular leaders today and gave 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi 
an overwhelming vote of confi- 
dence. 


More than 300 of the 429 Con- 


gress members in the two legis- 
lative houses gave Mrs. Gandhi 
a cheering, desk-thumping ova- 
tion as she entered their caucus. 
Then 310 of them adopted a res- 
olution declaring "invalid and 
unjustified" her expulsion from 
the party Wednesday by the 
conservative 
majority on the 


party 
executive 
committee. 


There was one abstention but no 
opposing votes because Mrs. 
Gandhi's opponents boycotted 
the meeting. 


"Mrs. Gandhi continues to be 


leader of the party and enjoys 
the full support and confidence 
of the party," the .resolution ,de«

Supporters of Mrs. Gandhi 


said many of the absent 118 
Congress members of Parlia- 
ment had been unable to attend 
the caucus because they could 
not get to New Delhi in time. 
But at least 50 of these in the 
lower house are considered sup- 
porters of the old guard and are 
expected to refuse to support 
the prime minister when Parlia- 
ment resumes Monday. 


This would wreck the 22-seat 


majority Mrs. Gandhi has had, 
but she already has pledges of 
support from the two Commu- 
nist parties, who control 43 
seats, plus many independents. 


Mrs. Gandhi now is expected 


to put new force into her drive 
to wrest control of the party 
machinery from her conserva- 
tive foes. She contends that they 
are trying to block her attempt 
to revitalize the ailing party 
with Socialist reforms.

Disk Protrusion 
Cause of Sciatica

Q—What is the cause and 


cure for sciatica? 


A—-The cause is protrusion 


of the disk between two of 
the vertebrae at the lower 
end of the spine and the re- 
sulting pressure on the sci- 
atic nerve. If heat and rest 
don't relieve the pain, in- 
jection of the ruptured disk 
with hydrocortisone. dissolv- 
ing it with a digestive en- 
zyme or surgical removal of 
the protruded portion are the 
treatments most often, rec-1 
ommended. 


Q—What would cause my 


legs and ankles to swell aft- 
er standing in one place for 
half an hour? 


A—A decompensated heart, 


varicose veins or failure to 
wiggle your toes every two 
or three minutes to keep the 
blood circulating. 


Q—My legs twitch, draw 


or get jittery in the evening 
when I watch the late show. 
What causes this? Is there 
any cure for it? 


A—This symptom is un- 


common in persons who are 
under 40. It may be caused 
by nervous tension, overfa- 
tigue, anemia due to an iron 
deficiency, excessive drink- 
ing of coffee or tea, heavy 
smoking, certain drugs or a

"Many people would never 
go to an x-rated film, while 
others would make a special 
point of seeing something 
that might be risque." 
Gilbert Youth Research's 
National Gilbert Youth Poll 
questioned high school, col* 
lege and out*of*$choot youth 
across the c o u n t r y , and 
found that most of them (90 
per cent) are familiar with 
the rating system. 


Many respondents (80 per 


cent) feel the code's restric- 
tions tend to make some peo- 
ple curious to see films if 
they are rated R (restricted, 
persons under 16 not admit- 
ted unless accompanied by 
parent or guardian) or X 
(persons under 16 not admit- 
ted). "You know, some peo- 
ple notice that a film has an 
X rating and automatically 
decide to go see a 'dirty' 
film," said a college sopho- 
more from Indianapolis. 


"It's an easy way to in- 


crease a movie's popular- 
ity," said a 23-year-old girl 
from Dallas. "X means for- 
bidden—so, even if a film is 
really horrible, many people 
will want to see it, simply 
because it's got sex in it, 
said a 17-year-old boy from 
St. Louis. 


Forty-eight per cent of 


those interviewed felt that 
the motion p i c t u r e rating 
system helps prevent expo- 
sure to certain films, while 
43.6 per cent disagreed. The 
younger respondents (under 
17) Were more enthusiastic 
about the system's 
effect 


than the older (over 22). "It 
serves as a form of protec- 
tion," answered an 18-year- 
old girl from Decatur, 111. 
"Children s h o u l d certainly 
not be exposed to a lot of 
films that are around to- 
day." 


Of the opposite opinion was 


a 23-year-old from Denver. 
"It's totally ridiculous. The 
classifications mean less 
than nothing—nobody pays 
any attention to them." 


Many young people (75 per 


cent) feel that the motion

Snake-Bite Vaccine 
Shortage Not So; 
1st Color Preprint

our editor spent most of 
this morning running down 
an alarming rumor—only to 


find that it wasn't true, 


A north 
Hempstead county 


child, the story goes, was bitten 
by a 
copperhead snake a few 


weeks ago and was taken to Pres- 
cott for treatment— but then had 
to be transported to Little Rock 
because, 
the 
rumor 
said, 


"neither Prescott nor Hope had 
a supply of snake-bite vaccine." 


I was given the name of the 


child's father, but the telephone 
company had no listing for him; 
and I also had the name of the 
person said to have taken the 
child to Little Rock, but four 
'phone calls this morning failed 
to find anyone at home, I be- 
lieve it is true the child suffer- 
ed a 
snake-bite, but since we 


could obtain no direct informa- 
tion we aren't publishing the 
names. 


In the confusion arising out 


of this case the real cause for 
alarm was the report that neither 
Prescott nor Hope had a supply 
of snake-bite vaccine. 
If this 


fact were true, due to lack of 
demand 
or 
the high cost of 


keeping a fresh supply on hand— 
the vaccine has to be refriger- 
ated and then replaced when its 
effective date expires—then it 
would be our public duty to call 
for a subsidized public-aid sta- 
tion where the vaccine would 
always be maintained. 


But this is unnecessary, be- 


cause I found this morning that 
the vaccine is always available 
in both Prescott and Hope. I 
started to survey Hope first, 
but my initial call at the Vil- 
lage Pharmacy uncovered the 
fact that both this and its com- 
panion store, downtown Ward & 
Son have the vaccine—and it 
is also stocked by Hempstead 
Memorial Hospital. 


Afterward, I talked to Dick 


Bright, 
"administrator of the 


Nevada 
County 
Hospital at 


Prescott, and he told me the 
hospital has stocked snake-bite 
vaccine ever since It opened. 
Mr. Bright said the hospital 
had no record of the Hemp- 
stead child's case. 


If you 
were alarmed as I 


was, 
that snake-bite vaccine 


couldn't be had in an area which 
has all four of North America's 
poisonous snakes— rattler, cot- 
ton-mouth 
moccasin, 
copper- 


head, and coral— rest in peace, 
both Prescott and Hope have the 
vaccine. 


With this qualification, how- 


ever— 
the 
vaccine generally 


stocked is proof against rattlers, 
moccasins and copperheads— but 
there is a question about the 
bite of the coral. The coral is 
the deadliest snake of all, a 
cousin of the cobra, whose ven- 
om attacks the nerve system. 
The presumption is that a coral 
snake-bite calls for the atten- 
tion of the best specialists in 
the land.

The monthly statistical re- 


view of traffic accidents 
for 


Southwest Arkansas during Oc- 
tober Was released today by Cap- 
tain Milton Mosier, commander 
of the Hope District of the Arkan- 
sas State Police. 


Mosier said that five persons 


died in the twelve-county area 
composing the Hope District. Ac- 
cording to the report, Hempstead 
County was the deadliest, recor- 
ding two traffic deaths for Octo- 
ber. Little River, Polk and Sev- 
ier Counties each recorded one 
traffic death. Clark, Columbia, 
Howard, Lafayette, Miller, Mon- 
tgomery, Nevada and Pike Coun- 
ty completed 
October without 


recording a single traffic death. 
Mosier pointed out that this was 
four fewer deaths than were re- 
corded in October of last year, 
when nine persons died in South- 
west Arkansas. 


Statewide, Mosier said, thirty- 


nine persons died during October 
in traffic mishaps. This is four- 
teen fewer than died in October 
of last year, when fifty-three per- 
sons lost their lives in traffic 
mishaps. 


Mosier stated that troopers 


investigated one hundred acci- 
dents in Southwest Arkansas dur- 
ing October. He said troopers 
cited excessive speed, drinking 
and inattention as the leading 
causes of accidents during Octo- 
ber.

"When you see your buddies 


in trouble, you don't pause to 
weigh the consequences," said 
Hagemeister. "You just wade 
right in." 


He did just that on March 20, 


1967, 
when his unit came under 


heavy fire from three sides by a 


Viet Cong force. 


Hagemeister, 
a medic, saw 


two of his comrades drop under 
the barrage and rushed forward 
to provide aid. He then assisted 
three other men and became a 
sniper's target. 


Seizing a rifle, Hagemeister 


killed the sniper and silenced a 
machine-gun emplacement that 
was harassing the platoon. 


Despite the enemy's attempts 


to stop him, Hagemeister suc- 
cessfully evacuated the wound- 
ed. 


After completing his tour of 


duty, he was commissioned a

in the food Americans eat for at 
least a decade after the pesti- 
cide is banned, the government 
says. 


Even if DDT were outlawed 


tomorrow, "it 
would take 10 


years or longer" to cleanse the 
nation of effects already caused 
by the insect killer, Health, Ed- 
ucation and Welfare Secretary 
Robert.H. Finch said Wednes- 
day. 


Finch made the statement in 


announcing the banning of DDT 
within two years for all but es- 
sential uses. 


The 
recommendation 
for 


phasing-out DDT, one of the 
most common 
modern pesti- 


cides, was made in a report to 
HEW by a commission headed 
by Dr. Emil M. Mrak, former 
chancellor of the University of 
California at Davis. 


DDT — dichloro - diphenyl- 


trichloro-ethane— was first put 
to extensive use 30 years ago by 
the Swiss to kill insects infect- 
ing potatoes. It's use quickly 
spread and DDT became popu- 
lar during World War II to pro- 
tect GI's against insect-borne 
diseases. After the war it be- 
came the most popular weapon 
against insects 
that infested 


crops. 


While the DDT recommenda- 


tion was a highlight of the 44- 
page report, the commission 
also laid out far-ranging guide- 
lines for improved regulations 
of other pesticides. 


The 
commission cautioned, 


however, against going over- 
board on setting tighter toler- 
ances for pesticide residues now 
permitted in food, particularly 
to require them to be complete-

A bumper 
sticker is forever. 


"Look around," says David 


Ross, president of Votes Un- 
limited and as such the un- 
disputed overground bumper 
sticker king, "and you'll see 
that the stickers outlast the 
candidates. People become 
very attached to stickers. I 
saw one that I know is 12 
years old stuck to a tree 
hear my home. The candi- 
date is forgotten, the issues 
of the campaign are dead, 
but the bumper sticker lives 
on."

for celebration, no 


matter who wins an election. 


"There were nine guys 


running in a New Mexico 
primary," he recalls, "and 
I sold to seven of them. As 
long as the other two didn't 
win, I didn't care." 


But now and then even a 


sticker czar can get stuck, 
as Ross did after last year's 
presidential election. 


"I've still got 20,000 Nixon 


bumper stickers," he admits, 
"but I'm not worried. I'll get 
rid of them in 1972. In this 
business, that's called plan- 
ning ahead."

PINE BLUFF, Afk, (AP)- 
a way, a letter from the 


[principle of a rural, formerly 
all-white high school in South* 
'west Arkansas to Dr, Victor 
Starlard summed up the prob* 
lem. 


The letter said, in part: 
"In our graduating class there 


is only one Negro student and 
she has made arrangements to 
attend Southern State College 
on a music scholarship, there* 
fore it will not bo necessary for 
you to visit with our class." 


The letter won*, on to suggest 


that Starlard might contact the 
other high school in the district, 
the all-Negro one. 


What prompted the letter was 


a crash program last spring 
conducted by Arkansas AM&N 
College, where Starlard is di- 
rector of freshman studies, to 
recruit white stud-ants .for the 
formerly 
all-Negro state col- 


lege. 


What prompted the crash re- 


cruiting 
drive 
was pressure 


from the Health, Education and 
Welfare 
Department on 
all 


slate colleges to initiate some 
kind of statewide desegregation 
plan. HEW had been particular- 
ly interested in desegregating 
the study body of AM&N. The 
college's faculty has been inte- 
grated for years. 


HEW dropped this bomb on 


the state colleges in Arkansas 
in February 1969, by threaten- 
ing to cut off federal funds un- 
less the state adopted a plan to 
desegregate all its colleges sub- 
stantially. 


AM&N then stepped UD its re- 


cruiting drive for white stu- 
dents. 


For the fall semester, the col- 


lege initiated a program of 
night classes with at least one 
eye on drawing into the college 
more 
townspeople, 
hopefully 


many of them white. 


And this spring, AM&N pro- 


ceeded 
in a 
more organized 


manner to maVe itself known to 
white students in the state. 


When the crash program was 


initiated, 
Starland 
contacted 


many high schools, Including a 
large number of formerly all- 
white schools. Many of these 
schools did not bother to reply; 
some replied curtly; some re- 
plied that "'AM&N's recruiters 
were welcorne^but that little 
Iwpe shcMl ^t^'^xpecled for 
their cause. 


The reactions varied from a 


large 
urban school 
that ap- 


proved a suggested 
time for 


meeting "our seniors who have 
expressed a desire to enroll in 
your 
college" 
to 
a 
hand- 


scrawled 
note 
from a rural 


Southwest Arkansas school stat- 
ing: 


"This year we do not have 


any seniors who are planning to 
go to AM&N. Year after next 
we expect to have a number 
who will probably be interest- 
ed." 


The implication was ".lean 


The school had no Negro stu- 
dents planning to go to college; 
when a greater degree of inte- 
gration was achieved, more Ne- 
gro students would be avail- 
able to talk to AM&N recruit- 
ers. 


From the college's standpoint, 


the timing was bad. Not only 
were the schools aware of what 
was going on because of the 
widespread publicity the situa- 
tion had generated, but the col- 
lege was also forced to ask for 
recruiting time in the middle of 
May. 


The results of this drive were 


virtually nil. 


The night classes program 


proved more successful. School 
authorities estimate that there 
were five white students at that 
college in 1968-09 year and that 
this academic year the number 
rose to about 25. Most of these, 
all but five, are in the night 
classes, 


The school has achieved a 


minor accomplishment t h i s 
pi tr, however, by recruiting a 
white athlete for its football 
team, 


Where does all this leave the 


college and will it continue to 
recruit whites? 


Dr, Lawrence A, Davis, pres- 


ident of AM&N says that AM&N 
would c o n t i n u 3 to recruit 
whites. 


"We don't take the position 


that we caA force or even per* 
suade white students to come to 
AM&N," he said, "But wo want 
the white student to know he is 
welcome ,, . and that it could 
be 
meaningful 
to 
attend 


AM&N," 


One of the chief factors in- 


hibiting AM&N's efforts, Davis 
and Starlard said, were high 
school counselors. 
Some of 


these discouraged white stu» 
dents from considering AMiN, 
Davis said.
